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DETAILED ACTION 

• This action is responsive to the following communication: Notice of Appeal filed on 1/26/07. 

• Claims 3-4, 20, 23-24, 40-45 have been canceled. 

• Claims 1-2, 5-19, 21-22, and 25-39 are allowed; renumbered as claims 1-34. 

Response to Arguments 

After further review and consideration of applicant's arguments (see pages 9-10, filed 9/27/06) 
and cited prior art of record with respect to claims 1 & 19, the applicant's arguments are 
persuasive; therefore, the prior art rejection of claims 1 & 19 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

• Claims 1-2, 5-19, 21-22, and 25-39 are allowed; renumbered as claims 1-34 (respectively). 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior art (US 
20030140315 to Blumberg et al) of record teaches an automated quoting system allowing user to 
select a pre-stored document type template (i.e. business card, postcard, calendar, and etc) along 
with print finishing options (i.e. print media size, color quality, quantities, and etc) and to obtain 
a print order quote from plurality of different print providers based upon the selected document 
type and finishing options. However, Blumberg fails to teach and/or suggest "determining at 
least one document type (i.e. business card, postcard, presentation slides) for the print job with 
the print processing system controller based on characteristics of the print job as included in the 
data file (i.e. finishing options such as media size, paper type, layout) for the print job, including 
processing the data file or the print job and analyzing characteristics of the print job with the 
print processing system controller to determine the at least one document type for the print job 
(as shown in fig. 12); presenting the at least one document type for the print job to the customer 
via the network communication link and in combinations of other features^' as cited in 
independent claims 1 & 19 (renumbered as claims 1 & 19 respetively). In other words, print 
processing system controller determines the type of documents (i.e. business card, postcards, 
presentation slides) for the print job based upon print job characteristics (i.e. image resolution, 
image size) and the attributes associated with the print job (i.e. print media size, print media 
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type) and wherein print job requested attributes are stored single data file. The examiner found 
neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine 
any of prior arts that teaches the above limitations and in combinations of other features cited in 
claims 1 & 19 (renumbered as claims 1 & 17 respectively).
